, Within an hour after his arrival hi 
Chicago he held conference witn 
the 
Illinois contingent, including Governor 
Dineen and Roy O. West, chairman of 
the Republican State Central commit- 
tee. Later he saw Dineen alone.

Taft said: "I would not discourage ,\ou 
in your effort to be progressives, but 
Would ask you to apply the test of hu- 
man nature to your progressiveness 
Be optimistic. . Because you get a jolt 
once -in a while do not feel downheart- 
ed.

makes a^floclt. .. .Study how 125 years 
of law' anft'"c'ohstttution have worked 
and'-reason how we-have arrived at a 
popular government- that must endure.

President Taft last night was the 


principal "speaker at a public meeting 
held at the Coliseum at 
Toledo. In 
beginning his ! address President Taft 
sard: 


In .the last year or two we have 


leard much of radical methods of 
changing the judiciary system. If we 
R'Ou Id .properly consider these propos- 
fcls and stand on solid and safe ground 
we must re-examine the fundamental 
principles of stable popular govern- 
ment. The history of the -world seems 
to. show that our form of government 
is more enduring and satisfactory than 
any other. We began as a small Un- 
ion of rthirteen states strung along the 
Atlantic coast of 3,000,000 of people, 
and under the same constitution we 
have enlarged to be a -world power of 
forty-eight sovereign states bound into 
one of more than 90,000,000 of people 
and with a humane guardianship of 
10,000,000 more— nine in the Pacific and 
one in the Atlantic. We have fougbt, 
beginning with the Revolution, four 
foreign wars, and we have survived a 
civil war of the greatest proportions 
recorded in history and have united 
the battling sections by an indissoluble 
tie. 
From our body politic we have 


excised the cancer of slavery, the only 
thing protected by the constitution 
which was inconsistent with that lib- 
erty, the preservation of which was 
the, main purpose of establishing tho 
Union. We have inci eased our busi- 
ness and productive activities in etcry 
direction, we have expanded the de- 
velopment of our natural resources to 
lie .continent wide, and all the time we 
have maintained sacred those inalien- 
able rights of man, the right of liberty, 
tiijb; right of private property and the 
right to the pursuit of happiness. 


'VoUr« Th»ms«lv«s Representatives. 
For these reasons wt believe in pop- 


ular government. -Government is a 
human instrumentality to secure the 
Kreatest good to the greatest number 
and the greatest happiness to the in- 
dividual. 
Experience, and especially 


the growth of popular government iii 
our own history, has shown that in 
(he long run every class of the people, 
and by that I mean those similarly 
situated, are better able to secure at- 
tention to thetr welfare than any oth- 
er clnss, however altruistic the latter 
class mny be. Of course this assumes 
that the members of the class have 
reasonable intelligence nnd capacity 
for knowing thoir own rights and in- 
terest; hence it follows that the best 
Kovernment, in the sense of the gov- 
ernment most certain to provide for 
nnrt protect the rights and govern- 
mental needs of every class, is that 


0110;, in which every class baa a 'Voice. 
In recognition of this', tlie tendency 
from earliest times In our history" Mas 
been the enlargement of the electorate 
to include in the ultimate source of 
governmental power as many us" possi- 
ble of those governed. But even to- 
day the electorate is not more In num- 
ber than one-fourth of the total num- 
ber of those who* are citizens of tho 
nation and are the people for whom 
the government is maintained and 
whose rights and happiness the gov- 
ernment is intended to secure. More 
than_ this, government by unanimous 
rote of the electorate 'is impossible, 
and therefore the majority ot the elec- 
torate must rule. We find, therefore, 
that government by the people la, un- 
der our present system, government 
by a majority of one-fourth of those 
whose rights and happiness are to be 
affected by the course and conduct of 
the government. This i« the, nearest 
to a government by the. whole, people 
we have ever had. 
\ 


Woman Suffrage Coming. 


Woman's suffrage will change this, 


and it is doubtless coming as soon as 
•the electorate can be certain that most 
women desire it and will assume its 
burden and responsibility. 
But even 


then the electorate will only be part 
of the whole people. In other words, 
the electorate is a representative gov- 
erning body for the whole people for 
which the government was established, 
nnd the controlling majority of the 
flectorate is a body still less numer- 
i»us. It is thus apparent that ours is 
a government of all the people by a 
representative part of the people. Now, 
the object of government is not only 
to secure the greatest good to the 
greatest nximber, but also to do this as 
near as may be by securing the rights 
of each individual in bis-liberty, prop- 
erty and pursuit of happiness; hence 
It was long ago recognized that the di- 
rect action of a temporary majority of 
the existing electorate mii'st be "limited' 
by fundamental law—that is. by a con- 
stitution intended to protect the in- 
dividuarand'the "minority of the elec- 
torate and the nonvoting majority of 
the people against the unjust or arbi- 
trary action of the majority of the elec- 
torate. This made it necessary to in- 
troduce into the constitution certain 
declarations as to the rights of the in- 
dividual which it was the ^ purpose* of 
the whole people to maintain through 
the government against the aggression 
of any temporary majority of the elec- j 
torate and to provide in the same in- 
strument certain procedure by which 
the individual might assert and vindi- 
cate those rights.

Hobart, Tasmania, March 9.—Cap- 
tain Roald Amundsen, who arrived 
here yesterday on the steamer Fram, 
told part of his story of the struggle 
to the South Pole for which the civ- 
ilized world has been waiting. 


" The Norwegian explorer told of the 


scientific knowledge he gained the 
tremendous obstacles he and his com- 
panions surmounted and the suffer- 
ings they endured in the quest that 
was crowned with triumpu and fame 
at last. 


February 10, 1911/ the adventur- 


ous Amundsen and 
his men began 
their march towards the South. From 
then until April 11 they set up three 
depots, in which they stored in all 
3,000 kilos of provisions, of which 
1,700 kilos were seal meat. 
Seven 


Hundred kilos of this food-they placed 
in -the eighty-first degree of south 
latitude and 80 0 kilos more in the 
eighty-second degree. In. the waste 
of ice and snow there were no land- 
marks by which they could locate the 
depot, so they planted flags seven kil- 
ometers to the east and west. 


The" 
ground^ and Jthe condition of 
the-ba7rle'r"1wa's of" the'best, and driv- 
ing the dogs was comparatively easy. 
On-February 15 they 
drove their 
sledged 110 kilometers. 
The weight 


of each sledge was 300 kilos. 
Six 


dogs were harnessed to each. 
The 
barrier surface was smooth. Crevices 
were only local and Amundsen found 
them dangerous only in two places. 
For the rest there were long, smooth 
undulations.* The weather wqs excel- 
lent. 
It was either calm or there 


were light breezes. The lowest tem- 
perature while they progressed to the 
bhree depots they laid down was 45 
degrees on the Celsius thermometer. 


Before the arrival of winter they 


had 80,000 kilos of seal meat in their 
depot, •. enough for themselves afcd 
their 110 dogs. 
Humane as brave 


they first built eight dog houses a 
combination of tents and snow huts. 


Then having cared for their dogs, 


they set about looking after them- 
selves, for their little hut was almost 
entirely covered by snow-before the 
middle of April. First they had to 
get light and air 
Their Lux lamp, 


which was 200 candle power, gave 
them a brilliant light anu.kept the 
temperature in the hut to 68 degrees 
Fahrenheit throughout the winter. 
The sun left them on 
April ,12, 


and for four months they were in the 
dark. 
The 
winter 
was passed in 


changing the entire outfit, for they 
found on making their trip, establish- 
ing the depots, 
that 
the sledges 


were too heavy and clumsy for the 
barrier's smooth 
surface 
Besides 


working on the outfit they did as 
much scientific work as possible. 


Sanitary conditions were 
of the 


best all through the 
winter, and 


when the sun returned on August 24, 
it shone on men sound in mind and 
body, ready to set about the tremen- 
dous task that had to be performed. 
In the beginning of September they 


ok their sledges to the 
starting 


place they had chosen for the march 
toward the south. The temperature 
rose so much that there was no ques- 
tion about setting uot 
So on Sep- 


tember 9 eight meif and seven sledges 
with SO dogs and provisions for four 
months started in their quest for the 
pole. The day was perfect. The tem- 
perature was not extreme 
But the 


next day it appeared that they had 
started too early for the temperature 
fell and on the following days kept 
steadily down between 50 and 60 de- 
grees Celisius 
Personally Amund- 


sen and his men did not suffer any 
from the cold. The fine furs with 
which they were provided 'protected 
them. 
But it was a very different 
matter with their dogs which shrank 
visibly from day to day. 


Amundsen soon realized that the 


dogs could not stand" the long run to 
his depot in 80 degrees of south lati- 
tude so he determined to return to 
his depot and await the arrival of 
spring. 
His provisions were cached 


and off he went back to his hut. He 
lost a few dogs and a couple of his 
men had their heels frozen but ev- 
erything else was all right. 


It was only in the middle of Octo- 


ber that spring came in earnest Seals 
and birds appeared; the temperature 
jwas steady between 20 and 30 de- 
grees Celsius. Amundsen's original 
! idea was that all of his little party 
should go toward the south, but he 
changed it. He selected tour men to 


[go with him,,while the other three 
were detailed to, -start to the east 
and visit King Edward Vli land. 


On October 29- the party again re- 


sumed its march,;wwthward. , In 80 
degrees South,:'they began to build 
snow cairns the bight of a man so as 
to mark the way for their return. On 
the 31st ttfey,-reached the depot in 
81 degrees ^outh. j:They reached the 
81 degrees southi .tney stopped there 
a day and fed the dogs all the pemmi- 
can they wanted. ' They reached the 
depot in 82 decrees Soutii on No- 
vember .5 where the dogs for the last 
time got all they Wanted to eat 


On November "-"tfcey started south- 


ward a^ain 'makirfg a daily march 
of 50-kilometers.'J To lighten then 
heavy sledges theyf'-set up depots as 
they completed B6ach degree. 
The 


trip from the v eighty-second degree 
to the eighty-third was little more 
than a pleasure jaunt 
The ground 
was in excellent' Condition tor" sled- 
ding and the-temperature was all 
they could ask. " - 
"Everything went on like a dance" 


exclaimed Amundsen in telling the 
story. 
/ 


On the 9th he, sighted Victoria land 
a continuation of the mountain range 
that Shackleton recorded on his chart 
as running towards 
the ' southeast 


from Beardjnore glacier. 
On the 


same day tney reached the 83d de- 
gree and there established Depot No 
4. *On the llth _Aintindsen made the 
interesting and important discovery 
that Ross Barrier %erminated in a 
bight toward the southeast, formed 
between a mountain range running 
southeast from South Victoria land 
and a range on >the opposite side run- 
ning in a southwesterly direction, 
which -is probably; a| continuation ot 
King Edward »il-land. 


On the 13th th^yjreached the 84th 


degree where they made yet another 
depot. 
From "their'winter quarters 
"Franheim" they^had been marching 
due South. 
The nearest summits 


along the barrier-ranged from 2,000 
to 10,000 teet in height 


Several 
other summits further 


south were 15,000 feet or more.'They 
began to climb. Tfie first part of it 
was an easy task, the ground rising in 
light slopes. 
It( did" not take long 
with their willing dogs to work their 
way up. At the furthest point they 
met some^small, 01% very steep gla- 
ciers. 
There they had to harness 20 


dogs to each sledgejand to take foul- 
sledges in two shifts!? In some places 
the going was 
so^sfceep that it was 


difficult to use their skis. Some great 
crevasses compelled them from time 
to time to make a detour. The first 
day they climbed 2.0CH) feet, and the 
next day during whicti the going was 
chiefly 
over small. •. glaciers, they 


camped at a height of 4,500 feet. 


On_ the third day v'Sph-uge glacier, 


Axel Heidelberg^s "g^sfcieY, which di- 
vides the " coast mountains and the 
mountaines further south was en- 
countered. 
The nex-t day began the 
longest part of their climb. Many de- 
tours had to1 be made to avoid open 
crevasses. 


At the bottom of the glacier Am- 


undsen could see Mt. Olgeugelsted, a 
big snow cone, 15,300 feet high. The 
glacier was very much "broken in this 
comparatively narrow pass. Mighty 
crevasses threatened to stop their fur- 
ther progress, but it was not so se- 
rious as it looked.

Concerning 
the 
proposed' new 


school buildings foi different parts 
ot" the city and the bonds necessary 
to be sold we have made some inves- 
tigations. 


We are convinced that the parts of, 


the city where buildings are proposed 
are in very great 
need of better 


school privileges. 
Perhaps no one 


questions this statement, but there 
may be some who think the neces- 
sary expense will be greater than we 
can afford at this time. 


We believe that no fair minded 


citizen would object to a moderate 
expense for an improvement so im- 
portant as the new schools which the 
voters now have the privilege of en- 
dorsing. 
The expense could not be 
greater than 30 or 40 cents on each 
thousand dollars of taxable property 
annually. 
If you are paying taxes 


on a thousand dollars you might have 
to pay 15 or 20 cents more each tax 
pay if the buildings arc constructed 
than if they are not but we are able 
to say to you that even this slight in- 
crease will not be necessary nor will 
it take place 


Prom what we know of the situa- 


tion we can say positively that these 
buildings can be constructed and paid 
for without raising the tax rate and 
if they are built the rate of tax will 
not be higher next year than it is 
this it may be less. 
We can make 


all necessary improvements in this 
city without burdening the tax payer. 
The growth will take care of the nec- 


essary increase in ^expenses if prop- 
erly managed. 


We do not believe in excessive tax- 
ation and we do not intend to stand 
for it. Taxes are less now and must 
continue to be less than in the past, 
but we must not carry this to the ex- 
tent that we will cut off all improve- 
ments. 
One is as important as the 


other 
economy and 
improvement 


should be companion principles in 
every government. 


We are willing to help every im- 


portant advance step so long as the 
expense be commensurate with the 
advantage gained and so long as it 
does not lead to excessive taxation 
and we know that this city can install 
these schools and make other im- 
provements 
very much desired by 


many of our citizens without burden- 
ing any tax payer. 


With these facts in mind let us 


all work together for Greater New- 
ark. 
In order to do this we must 
stand together. Those who want the 
schools should not forget the needs 
and just claims of others 
Let us 


keep in mind the best things for the 
whole city and avoid factions and 
strife.

The celebrated Federal iron- 


clad Monitor, which arrived on 
the scene of battle in Hampton 
Roads the night of the Sth, took 
up the fight against the Confed- 
erate ram Merriinac. The "ram 
attempted to strike the wooden 
ship Minnesota, which had es- 
caped the fate of the Congress 
and Cumberland the day before. 
This was the first battle on rec- 
ord between ironclads. The en- 
gagement was a drawn one, but 
the little Monitor saved the Min- 
nesota and the remainder of the 
Federal wooden ships from de- 
struction. Captain J. L. Worden, 
her commander, was severely 
wounded, but there were no oth- 
er casualties on either side.

against the momentary impulse of a 
temporary majority of the electorate 
to change the fundamental law and 
deprive the individual or the voting 
minority or the uouvotiug majority of 
inalienable rights the constitution pro- 
vided a number of checks and bal- 
ances whereby every amendment to 
the constitution must be adopted un- 
der forms and. with delays that are in- 
tended to secure much deliberation on 
the part of the electorate in adopting 
puch amendments. 


What Webster Said. 


I cannot state the necessity for raaiu- 


taining the checks and balances in a 
constitution to secure the guaranty of 
Individual rights and well oulered lib- 
irty better than by quoting from Daii- 
lal "Webster. He *>aid: 


"The first object of a free people is 


Ihe preservation of their liberty, and 
liberty is only to be preserved by 
maintaining constitutional restraints 
nnd just divisions of political power. 
Nothing is more deceptive or more dan- 
gerous than the pretense o± a desire to 
simplify government. 
The simplest 


governments are despotism, the next 
simplest limited monarchies, but all 
republics, all governments of law, must 
Impose numerous limitations and qual- 
ifications of authority and give many 
positive and many qualified rights. In 
other words, they must be subject to 
rule and regulation. This is the very 
essence of free political institutions. 
^The spirit of liberty is indeed a bold 
and fearless spirit, but it is also a 
sharp sighted spirit. It is a cautious, 
sagacious, discriminating, farseeing in- 
telligence. It is jealous of encroach- 


• xneht, jealous of power, jealous of man. 
It demands checks; it seeks for guards; 
Jt insists on securities; it intrenches it- 
eelf behind strong defenses and forti- 
-fies Itself -with all possible care against 
the assaults of ambition and passion. 
It does not trust the amiable weak- 
nesses of Human nature, and therefore 
it will not permit power to overstep its 
prescribed limits, though benevolence, 
good intent and patriotic purpose come 
along with it 
Neither does it satisfy 


itself with flashy^and temporary re- 
sistance to illegal authority. Far oth- 
erwise. It seeks for duration arid per- 
manence. 
It looks before and after, 


and, building on the experience of 
&ges which are past, it labors dili- 
gently for the benefit of ages to come. 
This is the nature of constitutional lib- 
erty, and this is our liberty, if we will 
rightly understand and preserve, it 


"Every free government is neces- 


sarily complicated because all such 
governments establish restraints as 
rwell on the power of government it- 
self as on that of individuals. If we 
;will abolish the distinction of branches 
sind have but one branch, if we will 
abolish jury trials and leave it all to the 
judge, if we will then ordain that the 
legislator shall himself be that judge, 
and if we will place the executive pow- 
er in the same hands, we may readily 
simplify government. We may easily 
bring it to the simplest of all possible 
forms—a pure despotism. But a sepa- 
ration of departments so far as practi- 
cal and the preservation of clear lines 
of division between them is the funda- 
mental idea in the creation of all our 
constitutions, and doubtless the con- 
tinuance of regulated liberty depends 
on maintaining these boundaries." 


i 
Judges Not Representative. 


These checks and balances, as has 


been pointed out, include the division 
of the government into three independ- 
ent branches—the legislative, execu- 
tive and the judiciary—and the provi- 
sions by which usurpation by one of 
the functions of another is forbidden. 
(The executive, while he is bound to 
act in behalf of all the people and to 
regard their rights, is properly influ- 
enced by that discretionary policy 
,-which he was elected by his constit- 
uents to carry out. In that sense he 
represents the majority of the electo- 
'rate. So, too, the legislative members 
elected to uphold certain governmen- 
tal views of the majority will properly 
favor the embodiment of such'views 
in valid legislation. 


But the judiciary are not representa- 


tive in any such sense, whether ap- 
pointed or elected. The moment they 
assume their duties they must enforce 
the law as they find it. They must 
not only interpret and enforce valid 
enactments of the legislature accord- 
ing to its intention, but when the legis- 
lature in its enactments hab trans- 
gressed the limitations set upon its 
power in the constitution the judicial 
branch of the government must en- 
force the fundamental and higher law 
•by annuling and declaring invalid the 
offending legislative enactment. Then 
the judges are to decide between incli- 
riduals on principles of right and jus- 
lice. The great body of the law is un- 


determined by precedent and, 
... 
„ 


founded on eternal principles of right j By this method 
and morality. This the courts have to 
declare and enforce. As between the 
Individual and the stnte, as between 
the majority and the minority, as be- 
tween the powerful and the weak, 
financially, socially, politically, courts 
must ho'd an even hand nnd give 
judgment without foar or favor. 
In 


BO doing they are performing a gov- 
ernmental function, but it is a com- 
plete misunderstanding of our form of 
government or nny kind of govern- 
ment that exalts justice and rightoo.is- 
ness to assume that judge* arc bound 
to follow the will of the majority of 
nn electorate in respect of the Issue for

Reform of Judicial Procedure. 


Having made clear what the fimc 


lion of our courts is under our form o 
government ju maintaining the consti 


of rights and ii 


' preserving against the usurpation of 


the majority the rights of the noavot 
ing part of the people and of the vot 
ing minority and of the individual, we 
<_onie now to examine the charges 
made against the existing system, 
coni-ede that the system is not perfect 
or as good as it can and ought to be 
made. 1 have been preaching for re 
form, especially in the enforcement oi 
the criminal law, for years. Then, too 
I have pointed out in addresses a IK 
presidential messages the great need 
for cheapening the cost of civil litiga- 
tion and expediting it so as to put as 
little a burden on the poor litigant as 
possible. The defects in our judiciary 
fcave not been in the corruption of the 
judges, but mainly in the procedure 
and in the helplessness of the judges 
in jury cases to assist in reaching right 
conclusions. The popular impulse has 
been to take away the power from the 
judge and to give it all to the jury, and 
this has not been for the public good 
in the enforcement of the criminal law. 
Such defects as I have described are 
completely within the control of the 
legislatures of the state and congress, 
and I am glad to say that the move- 
ment for reform has been accelerated 
by action of the state and national bar 
associations, and we may look for de- 
cided progress in the near future. 


But these humdrum defects and their 


tedious remedies are not of the spec- 
tacular character to call for political 
discussion or to attract effort from 
politicians in the passage of remedial 
legislation. The formidable attack upon 
our judiciary now is that the judges do 
not respond sufficiently to popular opin- 
ion. It is said that courts are interpos- 
ing their obstructive power to the en- 
forcement of legislation looking to the 
relief of the oppressed by declaring 
laws unconstitutional and by so called 
judicial legislation in interpreting into 
statutes words not intended by the 
legislature. I do not intend to discuss 
these charges, although if reduced to 
specific cases it would be easy to show 
many of them to be unfounded. 
For 


the purposes of this discussion I may 
'admit that courts have erred in this 
regard, have unduly broadened con- 
stitutional restrictions in order to in- 
validate useful statutes or have given 
such statutes a wrong construction. 
How is it proposed to remedy these 
wrongs? In one of two ways—either 
by the judicial recall or by the recall 
of judicial decisions. Let us examine 
these remedies separately. 


Judicial Recall. 
, 


In the remedy by judicial recall it 


is proposed to provide by law that 
whenever a judge has so discharged 
his duties as to induce a certain per- 
centage of the electorate to deem it 
wise to remove him and that per- 
centage sign a petition asking his re- i 
call an election shall take place in

If applied to constitutional questions is 
that there will be a suspension of rho 
constitution to enable a temporary ma- 
jority of the electorate to enforce a 
popular but invalid act. 
• Suppose the act to be invalid because 
it infringes the rights of liberty of a 
certain unpopular class and by indirect 
means suspends the writ of habeas 
corpus in their cases. I ask any can- 
did, fair minded man if the decision 
of such a question when submitted to 
a popular majority is not likely to turn 
rather upon the popular disfavor of 
those affected than upon the possible 
infraction of the constitutional liberty 
of a citizen. Let another law involv- 
ing other classes who could make them- 
selves heard be submitted and would 
not the court's decision be likely to be 
sustained by the majority?

does not secure a plurality of votes 
he is ipso facto removed. I have point- 
ed out that unde; our-form of govern- 
ment and constitution many of the is- 
sues arising before "our courts are in 
effect issues between the state and the 
individual, between the majority and 
the minority, cases in which the popu- 
lar interest might be greatly excited to 
secure a favorable judgment. By this 
system the question whether the judge 
is to "be removed or not is to be left to 
that majority that may be greatly 
aroused to secure from him a judg- 
ment favorable to them. Could a sys- 
tem be devised better adapted to de- 
prive the judiciary of that independ- 
ence without which the liberty and 
other rights of the individual cannot 
be maintained against the government 
and the majority? 


But it is said -we may have corrupt 


judges. How are -we going to get rid 
of them? They can be impeached un- 
der our present system. 
But that is 


said to be too cumbersome. 
Well, 


amend the procedure of impeachment. 
Create a tribunal for removal of judges 
for cause. Give them an opportunity 
to be heard, and by an impartial tri- 
bunal, but do not create a system by 
which, in the heat of disappointment 
over a lost cause, the defeated liti- 
gants are to decide without further 
hearing or knowledge whether the 
judge who decides against them is to 
continue in office. 
It would be hard 


to devise a more unjust and ineffective 
method of purifying the judiciary or 
one less likely to promote courage of 
honest conviction. 


Recall of Decisions. 


Let us examine the other method 


which have frequently arisen in our 
history. Suppose in the early develop- 
ment of a state the question arises 
whether a series of special privilesei, 
shall be granted to a rich company 
willing to invest if only the privileges 
are exclusive and certain. 
Suppose 


:he court finds the law unconstitu- 
tional and the decision is submitted to 
iie people. In an early state of de- 
velopment the popular yearning is for 
capital and expansion, and the popular 
ote might well fasten such a burden 


on the state and people forever. Of 
ourse in this day and generation such 
danger will be said to be remote, but 
n a business and political atmosphere 
ike that in Alaska of today the popu- 
lar view is different. 
Later on, of 


course, the people might and probably 
would change in respect to another but 
similar law. 


A. most serious objection to the re- 


call of decisions is that it destroys all 
probability of consistency in constitu- 
tional interpretation. The majority 
which sustains one law is not the same 
majority that comes to consider an- 
other, and the obligation of consisten- 
cy of popular decision is one which 
would sit most lightly on each recur- 
ring electorate, and the operation of 
the system would result in suspension 
or application of constitutional guar- 
anties according to popular -whim. We 
would then have a system of suspend- 
ing the constitution to meet special 
cases. The greatest of all despotisms 
is a government of special instances. 


But the main argument used to sus- 


tain such a popular review of Judicial 
decisions is that if the people are com- 
petent to establish a constitution they 
are competent to interpret it and that 


stand this recall of decisions is nothing but 
if he j the exercise of the power of interpre- 


1 tation. This is clearly a fallacious ar- 
gument. The approval of general prin- 
ciples in a constitution on the one 
hand and the interpretation of a stat- 
ute and consideration of its probable 
operation in a particular-case and its 
possible infringement of a general 
principle on the other hand are very 
different things. The one is simple, 
the latter complex, and the latter when 
submitted to a popular vote, as al- 
ready pointed out, Is much more likely 
to be turned into an issue of general 
approval or disapproval of the act on 
.its merits-for the special purpose of 
its enactment than upon its violation 
of the constitution. 
Moreover, a pop- 


ular majority does not adopt a consti- 
tution or any principle of it or amend 
its terms until after it has been adopt- 
ed by a constitutional convention or a 
legislature, and the final adoption is 
and ought to be surrounded with such 
checks and delays as to secure delib- 
eration. In other words, the course of 
procedure in the adoption of •constitu- 
tion or amendment is very different 
from what the proposed vote of a ma- 
jority on constitutional interpretation 
would be. 


Protecting the. Constitution. 


Constitutions ought to be protected 


by such requirements as to their 
amendment as to insure great deliber- 
ation by the people in making them, 
much greater than one vote of a mere 
temporary majority. This method of 
amending the constitution would! give 
it no more permanence than that of 
an ordinary legislative- act and wonld 
give to the inalienable rights of liber- 
ty, private property and the pursuit 
of happiness no more sanction than

I have exaniiue.l tlii.-. proposed meth-

I 
uo not hesitate to wiy that it lays the 
ax at the foot of the tree of well or-- 
dered freedom ami subjer' • the guar- 
anties Of life, liberty a*, property 
without remedy to the flltul impulse of 
a temporary majority of an electorate. 


Mr. Justice Millo; of low.i was one of 


the greatest jurists that ever adorned, 
the supreme bench of the United 
States. Speaking for than great court 
in the case of Loan association versus 
Topeka (20 "Wall, nr.5), in a case, pre- 
senting the question of the constitu- 
tionality of a law imposing a general 
tax on all citizens to pay for a factory 
to be' run and owned by a private com- 
pany, after referring to the act as "an 
invasion of private right" he said: 


"It must be conceded that there are 


such rights in every free government 
beyond the control of the state. A 
government -which recognized no sxich 
rights, which held the lives, the lib- 
erty and the property of its citizens 
subject at all times to the absolute dis- 
position and unlimited control of even 
the most democratic repository of pow- 
er, is, after all, but a despotism. It is 
true it is a despotism of the many—of 
the majority, if you choose to call it 
so. But it is none the less a despotism. 
It may well be doubted if a man is to 
hold all that he is accustomed to call 
his own, all in which he has placed his 
happiness and the security of which is 
essential to T^hat happiness, under the 
unlimited dominion of others, whether 
it is not wiser that this- power should 
be exercised by one man than by 
many. 


"The theory of onr governments, 


state and national, is opposed to the 
deposit of unlimited power anywhere. 
The executive, the legislative and the 
judicial branches of these governments 
are all of limited and defined powers. 


"There are limitations on such pow- 


er, which grow out of the essential na- 
ture of all free governments—implied 
reservations of individual rights, with- 
out which.the social compact could not 
exist and winch' are respected by all 
governments "'entitled to the name. * * * 


"To lay withgone hand the power of 


the governmeritAon the property of the 
citizen and -witlt the other to bestow it 
upon favored^-individuals to aid pri- 
vate enterprises and .build up private 
fortunes is>nq,H& the/ less a robbery be- 
cause it is-,&$£$ under the forms, of 
law anel is calleiJTSxation. This is not 
legislation. It is a decree under legis- 
lative forms."

Trespass on Indivi'dual'Rights. 


Do not the words and illustration of 


this case bring before us what we 
might expect from the exercise of the 
power of a popular majority to reverse 
a solemn judgment of a court in favor 
of an individual against a measure - 
that for the time being seemed to the 
people something that would help all 
and yet -which was plainly a trespass 
upon individual rights? 


I agree that we are making progress 


and ought to make progress in the 
shaping of governmental action to se- 
cure greater equality of opportunity, to 
destroy the undue advantage of spe- 
cial privilege and of accumulated cap- 
ital and to remove obstructions to the 
pursuit of human happiness, and in 
working out these difficult problems 
we may possibly have from time to 
time to limit or narrow the breadth of 
constitutional guaranties in respect of 
property by amendment. But if we do 
it let us do it deliberately, understand- 
ing what we are doing and with full 
consideration and clear weighing of 
what ..we are giving up of private right j 
for th~e general welfare. Let us> do it' 
under circumstances which shall make' 
the operation of the change uniform 
and jUbt and not depend on the fever- 
ish, uncertain and unstable determini- 
natiou of successive votes on different 
laws by temporary and changing ma- 
jorities. Such a proposal as this is ut- 
terly without merit or utility and, in- 
stead of beia^ pi-ogressive, is reaction- 
ary, instead of being in the interest of 
all the people and of the stability of 
popular f,o\ ernrneut is sowing the seeds 
of confusion and tyranny.

fectually combatted the tyranny and 
despotism of the ruling classes. 
Ou 
the other hand, we know how she re- 
strained the 'arms of the poor when 
vengeance seemed to be their only 
weapon, and taught them to bear 
wrongs patiently, for a while until 
better 
conditions would ameliorate 
their just grievances. We have troubles 
and trials now just as our forebear- 
ers had in the past, and it is the same 
divine restraints which the church 
uses today as she did at 
all times 


since her foundation. 


The poor and the rich have their 


respective rights 'and obligations to- 
wards each other and owe the sanie 
respect and obedience TO the govern- 
ment under which they live. They 
are mutually dependent on, one an- 
other and their, common, happiness li 
absolutely >in their hands. "If you do 
not love man whom you see, how can 


.AT THE 


you love God whom you do not see?" 
When St. John wrote these words he 
wrote them for people with passions 
and desires like ourselves. He con- 
tinually preached the doctrine of love 
and he made the love we owe to our 
fellow man the test of that which we 
are bound to show towards our Cre- 
ator. "If any man say that he loves 
God and hateth his brother, he is a 
liar,: and the truth is not in him. 
Love, 
therefore, is the 
fulfillment 


of the law," 
And if any man strive 


to build upon any other foundation 
than this his labor is vain. 


The essence of good government — 


civil or religious—must be centered in 
unselfishness, which is the 
noblest 


quality of both divine and human love. 
The opposite of this is the bane of 
civil and religious life. The selfish are 
opposed to all true progress and nat- 
ural growth. They are blind to the 
common good and are idolaters within 
their own puny temples. 


The party which claims that it has 


nothing to arbitrate In time of strife 
is selfish, whether that party be on 
the side of capital or of labor; 
and 


there should be a law made by the su- 
preme power of the state which would 
force both sides to submit to arbitra- 
tion. 
The state is nothing -but a family 


grown up to larger proportions; and 
as the father has a right to interfere 
with and settle the disputes of his 
children, so should the state have the 
right to interfere with and adjudicate 
the quarrels of her subjects. 
That we~ have many troubles to set- 


tle no one will deny; but have we 
more than existed in the past? A hun- 
dred years ago there were many of- 
fenses besides murder, treason ' and 
felony that were subjected to ^capital 
punishment. Now we have not more 
than these two in any state of the 
union. 
Go back 150 years and 
you 


will find over fifty crimes for which

tice and-mercy but the arm of civil 
power? Let this be granted 
and we 


will have'nothing left to appeal to the 
heart and conscience - of mail. 
Good 
society is an utter impossibility with- 
out religion and "religion without love 
and kindness is an insult to the Cre- 
ator and on-a par with infidelity. 


Religion pure and undefined is the 


only power on earth that 
can give 
strength and consolation, in the long 
run, to every creafure whether rich or 
poor. Hence, all should guard it with 
love and reverence. 
Without it the 


rich are poor indeed and with it the 
•poor are rich. 
The wealthy 
cannot 


purchase its smallest spark to light 
them' to eternity unless they ask for 
it with humble prayer and 
contrite 
heart, nor can poverty own it except 
on the same terms. "-Blessed are the 
poor in spirit, for theirs is the King- 
dom of heaven."
